An Act to constitute a National Commission for Backward Classes

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Forty - fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: - -

CHAPTER II 


THE NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR BACKWARD CLASSES

as the National Commission for Backward Classes to exercise the pow 
ers conferred on , and to perform the functions assigned to , it under this Act.

(d ) a Member -Secretary , who is or has been an officer of the 
Central Government in the rank of a Secretary to the Government 
of India .

CHAPTER III 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF THE COMMISSION 
9. (1 ) The Commission shall examine requests for inclusion of any 
class of citizens as a backward class in the lists and hear complaints of 
over- inclusion or under -inclusion of any backward class in such lists and 
tender such advice to the Central Government as it deems appropriate. 

(2 ) The advice of the Commission shall ordinarily be binding upon 
the Central Government. 

10. The Commission shall, while performing its functions under 
sub -section ( 1) of section 9 , have all the powers of a civil court trying 
a suït and in particular, in respect of the following matters, namely :--- 

(a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person 
from any part of India and examining him on oath ; 

(b ) requiring the discovery and production of any document; 
(c) receiving evidence on affidavits; 

(d ) requisitioning any public record or copy thereof from any 
court or office; 

( e ) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses and 
documents; and 

(f) any other matter which may be prescribed. 
11. (1) The Central Government may at any time, and shall, at the 
expiration of ten years from the coming into force of this Act and every 
succeeding period of ten years thereafter, undertake revision of the lists 
with a view to excluding from such lists those classes who have ceased 
to be backward classes or for including in such lists new backward 
classes,

CHAPTER IV 

FINANCE , ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
12 . (1) The Central Government shall , after due appropriation 
made by Parliament by law in this behalf , pay to the Commission by 

of grants such sums of money as the Central Government may 
think fit for being utilised for the purposes of this Act . 

(2 ) The Commission may spend such sums as it thinks fit for per 
forming the functions under this Act, and such sums shall be treated as 
expenditure payable out of the grants referred to in sub -section ( 1 )

13 . (1 ) The Commission shall maintain proper accounts and other 
relevant records and prepare an annual statement of accounts in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Central Government in consultation 
with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India . 

( 2 ) The accounts of the Commission shall be audited by the Comp 
troller and Auditor -General at such intervals as may be specified by 
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him and any expenditure incurred in connection with such audit shall 
be payable by the Commission to the Comptroller and Auditor-General. 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor-General and any person appointed 
by him in connection with the audit of the accounts of the Commission 
under this Act shall have the same rights and privileges and the 
authority in connection with such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor 
General generally has in connection with the audit of Government ac 
counts and, in particular , shall have the right to demand the production 
of books, accounts , connected vouchers and other documents and papers 
and to inspect any of the offices of the Commission .

aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or

18. (1) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act, the Central Government may , by order published in the Off 
cial Gazette , make provisions, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act as appear to it to be necessary or expedient, for removing the dit 
culty : 


Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a 
period of two years from the date of commencement of this Act . 


(2 ) Every order made under this section shall, as soon as may be 
after it is made , be laid before each House of Parliament.
